AS very many wcll-difpofed l^erfons, by the

Confideration. 

Thefe unhappy Languifkers in Obfcurity, (hould 
be furni&ed with fuch Accounts of the Employments 
of People of the World, a? may engage them, in 
their feveral remote Corners, to a laudable Imita- 
tion : or, at leaft, fo far inform and prepare them, 
that if, by any joyful Change of Situation, they 
(hould be fuddenly tranfported into the gay Scene, 
I 2 they 
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they may not gape, an J wonder, and ftare," and be 
utterly at a Lofs how to behave, and make a proper 
Appearance in it. 

It.is inconceivable how much the Welfare of all the 
Country Towhs in the Kingdom might be promoted^ 
if you would ufe your charitable Endeavours to raifc 
in thenri a noble Emulation of the Manners and Cuf- 
toms of higher Life, 

For this Purpofe, you fliould give a very cle'ar and 
ample Defcription of the whole Set of polite Acquire- . 
ments ; a complete Hiflory of Forms, Fafhions, Fro- 
lics, of Routs, Drums, Hurricanes, Ralls, Aflem- 
blies, Ridettos, Mafqiierades, Audions, Plays, O- 
peras, Puppet-fliows and Bear-gardens : of all thof^ 
Delights which profitably engage the Attention of 
the moft fublime Characters, and by which they have 
brought* to fuch amazing Perfeftjon, the whole Art 
and Myftery of paiSng Day after Day, \Veek after 
Week, and Year after Year, without the heavy Af- 
fiftance of any one thing, that formal Animals are 
pleafed to call ufefu! or neqeflary. 

In giving due Inftrudions through what Steps to 
attain this Summit of human Excellence, you may 
add fuch irrefiftible Arguments in it^s Favour, as 
muft convince Numbers, who in other Infl-anccs do 
not feem to want natural Underftanding, of the un- 
accountable Error of fuppofing they were fent into the 
World for any other Purpofe but to flutter, fport, 
and ihine : for, after all, nothing can be clearer, 
than that an everlafting Round of Diverfion, and 
the more fprightly and hurrying the better^ i$ the 
moft important End of human Life*

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It 18 really prodigious, fo much as the WorM if 
improved, that there fhould, in thefe Days, be Per* 
fons fo ignorant and ftupid, as to think it neceflaqr 
to mif-fpend their Time, or trouble their Headf 
about any thing elfe than purfuing the prefent Fan- 
cy : for what elfe is worth living for? 

It is Time enough furely to think of Conft* 
quences when they come : and as for the antiquated 
Notions of Duty, they are not to be met with in any 
French Novel, or any Book one ever looks into^ but 
derived almoft wholly from the Writings of AutbofV 
who lived a vaft many Ages ago, and who, as they 
:were totally without any Idea of thofe Accompliihk 
itients which now chara^erize People of DiftinftioOy 
have been for fome Time finking apace into utter 
Cipntempt. It does not appear that even their moft 
zealous Admirers, for fome Partizans of his ovfn fort 
every Writer will have, can pretend to fay they were 
ever at one Mafquerade. In the important Article 
of Diverfions, the Ceremonial of Vifits, the extatic 
Delight of unfriendly Intimacies,, and unmeaning 
Civilities, they are abfolutely filent* Blunt Truth 
and downright Honefty, plain Cloaths, flaying at 
Home, hard Work, few Words, an^l thofe unen« 
livened with Cenfure or double Meaning) are what 
they recommend as the Ornaments and Pleafures of 
Life. Little Oaths, police Diffimulation, Tea-table 
Scandal, delightful Indolence, the Glitter of Finery^ 
the Triumph of Precedence, the Enchantments of 
Flattery, are things of which they feem to have bad 
no Notion : and one cannot help laughing, to think 
wh^t a Figyre they would have made ip a Vifiting* 

room, 
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rdofiiy and bow frighted they wooM have looked at 
a Gaming-table. The nobte Zeal cf PatriotHiii, 
that difdains Authority, and tfampks on Law for 
Sport, was' tbeir abfotate Averiion : and, indeed, 
one cannot difeover any one thing that they pretend 
to teach People, but to be wife and good ; Accom^ 
pilMbments infinitely below the Ct^fideration of Per- 
fons of Tafte and Spirit, who know how to fpend 
their Time to fo m^ch better Purpofe. 

Among other admirable Improfements, pray, 
Mr. Ramiler^ io not forget to enlarge on the very 
extenfive Benefits of playing at Cards on &undaj$\ a 
VttuS&te of fuch infinite Ufe, that we may modeftly 
^icpe6k to fee it univeifally prevail in all Parts of th^s 
Kingdom. To Perfons of Fafbion, the Advantage 
h obvious : becaufe, as for fome ftrange Reafon or 
other, which no fine Gentleman or Lady has yet 
been able to penetrate, there is neither Play nor 
Mafquerade, nor bottled Conjurer, nor any other 
thing worth living for, to be had on a Sunday^ if it 
were not for the charitable Affiftance of Loo or 
Quinze, the genteel Part of Mankind muft, one Day 
in feven, neceflarily Aiffer a total Extinfiion of 
Being. 

Nor are Perfons of high Rank the only Gainers 
by fo falutary a Cuftom, which extends it's good 
Influence, in fome Degree, to the lower Orders of 
People : but, were it quite general, how much bet- 
ter and happier would the World be, than it is even 
now. 

It is hard upon poor Creatures, be they ever fo 
mean, to deny them thofc Enjoyments and Liberties

Partj of it in reading, or receiving InftruSion in » 

Family Way, and the reft in mere friendJy Coover- 

Xation, the poor Wretches would infallibly take it 

into tiheir Heads, that they were obliged to be fober, 

XBodeft, diligent, and faithful to their Mafters and 

Miftreffes, Now furcly none of commola Prudence 

and Humanity would wifh their Domeftics infe^ied 

with fuch ftrange primitive Notions, or laid und^r 

fuch unmerciful Reftraints : all wbkh may, in a 

great Meafure, be prevented, by the Prevalence of 

the good-humoured Fafhion, which I would have 

you recommend. For when the lower Kind of 

People fee their Betters, with a truly laudable Spirit, 

infulting and flying in the Face of thofe rude ill-bred 

Diftators, Piety, and the Laws, they are thereby 

excited and admoni&ed, as far as Adions can admo- 

nifli and excite, and taught, that they too have an 

equal Right of fetting them at Defiance, in fuch In- 

ftances as their particular Neceffities and Inclinations 

may require : and thus is the Liberty of the whole 

human Species mightily improved and enlarged. 

In fliort, Mr. Rambler ^ by a faithful Reprefenta- 
tioh of the numberlcfs Benefits of a modiih Life, you 
will have done your Part in promoting, what every 
Body feems to confefs the true Purpofe of human 
Exiftence, perpetual DiiBpation. By encouraging 
People to employ their whole Attention on Trifles, 
and to make Amufemenj^ their fple Bufinefs, you will 
teach them how to avoid - many uneafy and trouble- 
fome Reflexions. All the foft Feelings ofHumanity,
